Borne attention hue been given 
to the principale of the Word of 
Christ, from time to time in these 
columns, and by correspondents. 
But us Paul has admonished the 
brethren to leave the beginning 
and go on to perfection, ao alt 
the doctrines ol the Holy An- 
ointed should receive their due 
amount ot attention. 

Repentance, Baptism, the 
Lord's Supper and Washing the 
Saints' Faet, have been treated 
frequently, ana stilt shall have 
their duo share ot attention. But 
there are other weighty' matters 
ot the Law that are equally im- 
portant, and if they are neglected, 
the Christian so moulded will be 
heavy on one side, and iBin great 
dancer of being pulled orl of the 
strait and narrow way that leads 
to joys on high. 

The Christian is a burden- 
bearer hut his weight to carry is 
not heavy as that borne by the 
child ot sin. Again his burdens, 
if properly borne to the end of 
the race assures to him a crown 
of righteousness that shall never 
be taken away. 'The Bible is 
our guide* and when duty is to 
be defined to that we go. There 
in we find the ordinances already 
named, which are emphasized 
doctrines of the brethren.

He 
is a trinity of damnation and 
ril In the complete measure ot 
satan's meanness. He is a swine 
before whom pearls should not 
be cast.

Honesty should be held up in 



the pulpit, and urged and dis- 
cussed as a doctrine ot the Breth- 
ren church, with the same 
gravity, as trine immersion and 
washing the saint's feet are. The 
one who is called a brother owes 
it to his own soul, Qod and all 
that it holy and sacred, never to 
misrepresent, tor gain or deal 
dishonestly. 

Truth fulne ss is another doo- 
trine of the BrethTen Church. 
No liar, or whosoever loveth or 
maketh a lie, can ever enter the 
New Jerusalem. This is equiva- 
lent to saying that no liar can 
ever enter the kingdom of Cod. 
This is a matter of just as much 
importance as receiving baptism 
or washing the saint's feet. Even 
the fact is more decisively put 
'that the liar cannot enter Cod's 
kingdom. 

Mark the man who is a liar. 
He is false to the doctrines of the 
church — not true, neither to Cod 
and hie Anointed. Such charac- 
ters, even though in the chureb, 
are not members of the Body of 
Christ. They are barnacles upon 
the ship, and emicBaries of Satan. 
Another doctrine of the Breth 
reo Church is, that we should 
love the brethren and one an- 
other. This is above even those 
doctrines which are emphasised. 
No command is so great, as loving 
one another. You may be bap- 
tized, may eat the snpper and 
wash feet, but do you love the 
Brethren ? This is a doctrine to 
obey, a, chief commandment of 
the Gospel. Do you obey it? If 
you do not, then you will not 
weigh well in tho balance. Y.m 
are lacking muoh, and will be 
found wanting. 

Another doctrine of the Breth- 
ren Church ia^flheWJfcp Have 
you charity: that feeling in your 
heart that makes you feel griev- 
ed over the evil conduct ot the 
brethren and causes you to par- 
don them. To forgive them the 
sins which they have committed 
through weaknesses and the 
temptations ot Satan. If wii'ul 
and malicious sins^are committed, 
then they are unpardonable be- 
fore God, and they are no louger 
objects for the exercise of char- 
ity. But, be careful to be charita- 
ble to the brethren and to sin- 
ners. It a brother is without 
charity, he is nothing. May 
this doctrine be exalted and 
obeyed. Charity is greater than 
faith and hope. 


.luilns' Ministry— The Bag. 

When the Lord entered upon 
hia work, he organized his church 
by choosing twelve men whom 
he called apostles. These twelve 
men represented several phases 
of human character, but all 
represented the common one of 
humiiitity of extraction, or rank 
in society. 

Tho Lord himself said that 
Judas had a devil. There are 
various opinions aboot what is 
meant by having a' devil. All 
agree tho that in part it means 
an evil element ot character. 
Many lines ot discussion can be 
raised from the relation and con- 
duct of Judas. Was he thorough- 
ly converted? Why did not the 
Lord cast out the devil with 
him? Why was he chosen? 
These and many other like them 
contain no meat for the spiritual 
mind, and it is not the aea of 
doubt and eurmieings upon 
which we now are seeking to 

eail. 

Judas sustained the most hon- 
orable relation, at one time that 
any man could, in the estimation 
ot angdt and of God. He was 


one of the twelve, who, in that 
office, represented a throne in the 
twelve thrones that shall 
judge the tribes of Israel ; an 
office that stood for one of the 
twelve gates of the Eternal City. 
Be was a minister and apostle 
ot the Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ. But he had a devil, and 
that devil lead him into a miser- 
able death and everlasting de- 
struction. This devil was gov 
etouaness, in his case, all know 
his last end — he betrayed his 
Lord for a little money. His 
ministry consisted in carrying 
'the bag.' Being a man of low 
extraction, he was of course sat- 
isfied with email things in deals. 
He looked with astonishment 
upon the works of the Lord, and 
thought in his covetous heart 
how great are the chances of his 
Lord to make money — to fill the 
bag. Power to heal all diseases, 
to feed multitudes with a little 
provision, to raise tho dead, to 
turn water into wine — wonderful 
opportunities to make money, 
even greater in value if so used 
than all the treasures ot Egypt, 
or the Gold ot Cphir. At last 
J udas proposed in his heart to 
speculate upon the miraculous 
power ot his Master, He thought 
he would tell where he could be 
found for thirty pieces of silver. 
A little information too 
tor the money. He only 
told where Jeeue could be 
found, and among the eleven 
he marked him out to the com- 
pany who wanted to take him. 
He thought that the Master had 
all power, and of course would 
escape the soldiers as be had 
often evaded the authorities be- 
fore, and then he would have the 
thirty pieces of silver for his 
shrewdness in the deal. But the 
time had come, and Jesus was 
crucified. 

Here let it be said that the 
excusing of Judas, upon tho 
ground that he had to betray 
Christ, that the prophecies 
might be fulfilled n totally wrong, 
and doing eo is partaking of the 
sins of Judas. Jeans could 
easily have evaded the Jewe, and 
he could easily have placed him- 
self in-the way of the Jews with- 
out a betrayer. Judas had a 
devil, and would not give him 
up, and ho was doomed to de- 
struction at any rate, on account 
of his stubborn and unclean 
heart, 

Judas* ministry was to carry 
the bag, and he carried it. He 
was covetous and suited the oc- 
cupation. He was economical, 
too, because he complained when

business of carrying bags did not 
end when Judas hung himself. 
Many modern preachers are en- 
gaged in it. The bag ot covet- 
ousness ia made of many kinds 
of material, and those who carry 
tbem are all the while betraying 
something or somebody to fill 
them. 

The bag Judas carried was 
made out ot a material, and he 
wanted money to till it. Anoth- 
er preacher has a bag made out 
of love of praise, and be goes 
about hungering and thirsting 
for tho flattery of people and 
multitudes. He will lie about 
himsett to appear before others 
better than he real 1» is, take the 
products of other men's toil and 
give himself the honor of author- 
ship ; he will misrepresent other 
men in the expectation of using 
them as a step ping- block to rise 
higher. , 


Another bag ia made ot love 
to exercise authority and rule 
for selfish glory. This ia a very 
common one for preachers to 
carry. The one who loves self 
and works for the gratification 
of that desire, will not be honor- 
ed by the Lord, nor be rewarded 
for service so rendered by the 
Lord. The one who works tor 
the Lord must be loyal to his em- 
ploye. The man who engages 
his services to another for a spec- 
ified compensation it false to his 
obligations if he works lor him- 
self, under a pretence of work- 
ing for one who is rewarding 
him. So the Lord baa promised 
a rich reward to those who will 
serve as his true embassador. It 
ie a rule among our churches to 
pay a brother preacher tor the 
time he devotee to the wort, 
when engaged, and then if he 
carries a bsg to receive the honor 
instead of bestowing it upon 
Qod, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghost, the Lord owes him noth- 
ing. Where a brother gives his 
time and all the honor with it, 
then he is deserving of much 
honor and reward from heaven. 
The one who carries this bag wilt 
often sell his fellow minister and 
brother for less than Judas sold 
his Lord, and the Church of Je- 
sus Christ ie often harassed by 
this class of Judas ministers, 
trouble is rampart and the love 
of many wax cold in conse- 
quence. 

Another dangerous bag ie 
made of self love and love of flat- 
tery combined. It is known as 
jealousy. The one who carries 
it 1b woefully covetous. This 
bag seems to have no bottom in 
it and never gets full. It is ex- 
actly like the miser's purse, it 
always has 'an aching void.' 
No amount of compliments, en- 
coniums and no volume of praise 
seems to gratify it. So soon as a 
rival in ability comes along, 
there is an intense jealousy, which 
grows into envy and hatred and 
bitterness at heart. The one 
who carries the bag ia in great 
misery and he will also inflict it 
upon other fellow servants, and 
they are beaten in more ways 
than one. 

There are many other bags 
which Judaa preachers carry, 
and some which other preachers 
carry, which can not be noticed 
now, except one. 

That one ie made of various 
materials and is the catch-all bag. 
It contains and has room for 
many little sins and imprudent 
deeds which hinder the one who 
has it in his good works. In ex- 
amining this bag there will be 
found foolish talk about relatives, 
the wife, parents or children, 
vain and ridiculous conversation, 
social card playing of some 
character, play party foolishness, 
theatergoing, novel- reading, fool 
intimacy with other woman and 
wives not their own, loafing 
about, idle conversation and 
such. 

Throw away the bags, and be 
as the eleven apostles were, ye 
ministers of the Lord Jesus 
Christ.
